A SHANGHAI FIRE. | 
M.B.K. BUILDING IN FLAMES. 


A-aerious fire broke out at the Mitsni 


‘l Bussan Kaisha building, at the corner 


of Szechuen and Foochow Roads, at 4.80 
in the afternoon of January 2lst. » Start- 
ing at the Foochow Road end of tho 
structure the flames’ spread’ with startling 
‘rapidity along the top floor. Within o 
few minutes, says the W..U., Daily Vews, 
they were shooting out of every window 
and from the "roof, the spectacle being 
watched by huadreda of business people 
who “crowded. on to the neighbouring 
roofs, The same structure, it will ba 
remembered, was the scene of an out 
brenk at: four in the morning two years 
ago. , : 


Lines -of, hose were run from. all’ sides 


‘and the fire escape projected high inta]’ 


the air but it was fortunately‘not requir- 
ed. Engines.were placed at hydrants iz 
Foochow Road,. in Szechuen Road, im- 
mediately .before.’.the building and in 
Hankow. Road runcing. lines through tha 
buildings, into the centre gf the block 
and through 2 court. “Engines from 
Hongkew also arrived. 


The hose from the motor nearest was 
run up through a maze of wires so 
quickly: that water was coursing through 
it before the current had been: shut off, 
with the result that the line was pierced 
and a sort circuit ensued. By the time 
another had béen_run‘up, the current 
had. becn turnede0T and an_ effective 
stream’was Working well. ue 


The building.-which isin the ‘shape of 
a double ‘' L.” of which .both ends wero 
the broadest, proved very narrow ‘nt the 
Flames roared through ‘it as if 
it were a tunnel. After they had worked 
into the insterstices under the roof, they 
proved: a problem indeed ‘for the fird 
fighters, but the ‘latter soon got on to 
the roof, broke through at the middle 
and poured: water in both directions. 
Within 95 minutes the Brigade got the 
flames Well under. ee ; 


" Wetting down was continued for sn- 
other hour by all concerned, the crew

The outbreak apparently started in tha 
reception room on the third floor and 
had‘ every appearance of having origi- 
sated from the fire place.
